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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-35 are pending in this application, which is a CLP of US Application No. 
09/670,571 filed 09/27/2000, US Patent No. 6,599,781, and is a CIP of US Application No. 
09/670,874 filed 09/27/2000, US Patent No. 6,784,515 is acknowledged. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

At page 2, line 7, 'Tig. 4" should read -Fig. 1--, page 26, line 14, "PN junction region 
43" is not described or labeled in the drawings. 

At page 6, line 17, page 30, line 23, page 31, line 22, page 32, line 1, page 33, line 1, 
page 40, line 30, page 72, line 28, Fig. 6 is listed in the Brief Description of the Drawings in the 
specification but not contained in the drawings. 

The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence of 
all possible minor errors. However, the applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 33 recites the limitation "... forming an electrically insulating solid state material 
layer no more than 40 angstroms wide . . ." is vague and confusing. What is no more than 40 
angstroms wide ? Does it mean no more than 40 angstroms thick? 

Claims 34-35 are rejected for incorporating the defects of the parent claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is a statement of reason for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 1-26 are considered allowable since the prior art made of record and considered 
pertinent to the application's disclosure fails to teach or suggest the limitation recited a method 
of mass-producing a solid state device comprises providing a solid state material layer no more 
than 40 Angstroms thick, and in combination with all other features as claimed in independent 
claim 1. 

Claims 27-32 are considered allowable since the prior art made of record and considered 
pertinent to the application's disclosure fails to teach or suggest the limitation recited a method 
of mass-producing a solid state device comprises forming a solid state material layer less than 40 
Angstroms thick, and in combination with all other features as claimed in independent claim 27.
